OTTAWA, Jan. 3.—(BUP)—One 
thousand German prisoners have 
arrived in Canada and have been 
sent to inland prison camps, This 
ls the first contingent of enemy 
Prisoners to cross the Atlantic 
under the supervision of the Can- 
adian army.

Deaths from traffic accidents in 
the clty during 1941 were fewer 
than in 1940, but there were more 
Persons injured and more reported 
accidents in the year that just 
closed than in the preceding year.

It provided for the payment of $20 a month to every 
person who attained the age of 70 years, in certain cir- 
cumstances. The cost of this pension was paid on the 
basis of 50 percent by the Dominion Government and 50 
percent by any province participating in the plan. 


The Act was amended in 1931 whereby the Dominion 
Government paid 75 per cent of the pension and the prov- 
inces 25 percent, the provinces assuming the costs of 


The regulations allow an old age pensioner to have an 
income from other sources up to $125 a year before any 
deduction is made from his $20 per month pension. 


On the face of it, therefore, it would appear that a 
pensioner could receive $365 a year. But this does not 
work out in actuality, however, because the provinces 
differ so much in their interpretation of the regulations.

Don Mario Vergara claims re- 
lationship with the reigning house 
of Esster Island. The caretaker of 
Bishop Thepanos, one M. Bornier, 
married one of the relics of the 
reigning Maori house — Queen 
Coreto.

Admiral Graf Von Spee 
touched at Easter Island and load- 
ed water, fruits, vegetables and 
1,000 head of sheep. 

Admiral Von Spee paid for his 
victuals with a note drawn on the 
Imperial German Government. The 
Easter Islanders, not knowing war 
had broken out between Great 
Britain and Germany, accepted it. 
It was only when the note was 
presented at a Valparaiso bank! 
many months later that Williamson, 
Balfour and Co. realized they had 
been tricked and had fed Admiral 
Von Spee free. The note was ersatz.

the unhappy position of having to sue his own son for 
support before the authorities can grant this old pioneer 
his pension of $20 a month. 


The son has been contributing as much as $10 a month 
to his father, but is not now able to do so. 


Into what a brutal and tragic position these ironclad 
and unsympathetic regulations have forced this old man! 


Yet this is only one of the many instances of tragedy 
precipitated by the prevailing cumbersome plan. 


The administration of the Old Age Pension Act in 
Alberta is the best of any of the provinces in Canada, But 
it is far from satisfactory. ° 


No matter how sympathetic the inspectors, the rules 
are so severe that many injustices prevail. 


There are 10,743 old age pensioners in Alberta which 
may be roughly divided into three classes: 


1. One-third, absolutely destitute and without any 
other income or property or place to sleep except as pro- 
vided by relatives or friends. 


2. Another third who live with relatives or friendly 
neighbors and receive a little income from doing odd chores 
or get some slight assistance of some kind. 


3. The remaining third are considered borderline 
cases. In some instances, the pensioner has a small home 
or property. 

But in these cases, the regulations demand that 5 per- 
cent of the value of such property be deducted from the 
maximum yearly pension. 


Most of these cases are pitiable in the extreme for the 
reason that the pensioner has bought his property in 
prosperous days and clings to the fantastic idea that it is 
still worth what he paid for it. 


In other words, a man with a piece of property that 
he considers worth $3,000 has $150 deducted from his 
year’s pension of $240 although that property may be an 
actual liability because of the taxes. 


The regulations will not permit such a pensioner to 
give his property away or sell it for a nominal sum. 

The pensioner, actually, is starved by virtue of his 
former thrift. 


The Hon. J. L. Ilsley, minister of finance, has stated 
in the House of Commons that the Government is prepared 
to amend the Act as well as the regulations at the coming 
session of Parliament on January 21, 1942, if all or a 
majority of the provinces are in agreement. 


The Alberta Government goes further than any of 
the other provinces have indicated by asking that the Act 
be amended to provide $30 per month to éach pensioner 
and that the minimum age limit of 70 years be reduced to 
60 years. Failing an amendment along these lines, Alberta 
proposes, on its own accord, to increase the present $20 
per month to $30, provided that this provincial bonus to 
resident old age pensioners in Alberta will not be 
considered by Ottawa as part of the pensioner’s income and 
deducted from the Dominion’s share of the original $20. 


The Bulletin has a suggestion to make to both the 
Dominion and provincial authorities which would simplify 
the whole business of Old Age Pensions and save a large 
sum of money in the administration of the Act. It would 
eliminate the mental and physical distress into which the 
cumbersome regulations and administrative processes have 
plunged so many of our hapless old folk. 


It is briefly this: 


That on Old Age Pension of $30 per month be paid to 
every Canadian citizen residing in Canada on attaining the 
age of 60 years, irrespective of financial position. 


This sum, or an equitable proportional part of it could 
be recovered from those who did not need this money in 
eincome tax returns. 


This plan would reduce the cost of administering the 
Old Age Pension Act by possibly 95 per cent. It would do 
away with all those injustices consequent upon the rule 
that pensions cannot be amended under statutory revision 
oftener than every twelve months. 


. In terms of actual dollars, the taxpayers of Canada 
would probably save money under such a plan, because the 
present costs of administration are possibly greater than 
the sum involved in the proposed increase. 


In terms of humanity, the gain to this Dominion 
would be tremendous.

Canadians do not need the gift of 
prophecy to foresee that for us 1942 
must be a year of hard work, self- 
denial, and the pooling of surplus earn- 
ings in the war funds. 

To many it will bring jobs new and 
Strange as the redistribution of labor 
proceeds. To most it will bring a 
changed and somewhat modified stand- 
ard of living, because mary of the com- 
mon luxuries and conveniences will not 
be obtainable.

The Old Cars Will Do 


There will not be many new shiny 
automobiles rolling along the highways 
of this continent next summer, save 
those employed in war work and busi- 
ness, Pleasure cars are to stop com- 
ing off the construction lines in both 
Canada and the Uniled States. 

Had anyone predicted this two 
years age he would have aroused only 
amusement, or suspician as to his san- 
ity.

With what results must be left to 
time and events. There is one prece- 
dent which must occur to the Hitler 
memory. Signor Mussolini some months 
ago thought it advisable to brave the 
perils of the Adriatic in order to re- 
kindle the valor of his warriors in Al- 
bania, who were hot-footing it for the 
coast not many jumps ahead of the 
vengeful Greeks-—even as Adolf's le- 
gions have been making for home and 
country at the instigation of Stalin’s 
men. But Benito’s warriors kept on 
running. 

Whether Hitler's personally con- 
ducted salvage operations will be any 
more successful is at best doubtful. 

For it is a salvage job that awaits 
the Fuehrer on the Russian front. 
Even Goebbels can no longer pretend 
with any hope of being believed that 
the rearward movement from Lenin- 
grad to the Crimea is merely a strate- 
gic movement to shorten the line. It 
is a full scale retreat, involving terrible 
losses of men and equipment, and 
threatening indefinite disaster unless 
it can be halted.

Rio Conference Is Vital 


Attitude of Argentina is Worrying * 


United States; Concrete 
Help Expected 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 

With the vital Rio de Janeiro confer- 
ence less than two weeks away, Argentina, 
alone of the South American countries un- 
conscious of war, seems about to readopt 
its traditionally negative position—already 
emphasized at the earlier conferences of 
Pan American foreign ministers in Lima, 
1938, and at Havana in July, 1940. 

Basking in a golden 
flow of prosperity, due to 
United States purchases 
of Argentine exports be- 
ing down only 3.5 per 
cent from 1940, the gov- 
ernment seems unaware 
that the United States is 
fighting for its life and 
means business—not ap- 
peasement any more. 

Most important, for 
the democracies, of the 
topics to be discussed at 
Rio is the contro] of Axis 
subversive activities by Southern Ameri- 
can countries. 

On the one hand, Brazil and Uruguay 
have broken up the Nazi organizations and 
closed some of the Axis newspapers and 
Bolivia and Colombia have padlocked 
Transocean, the official Nazi “news” 
agency,'and Chile asks a full alliance with 
the other American countries under de- 
claration XV of the Havana conference. 

Hedging 

On the other hand, the Argentine gov- 
ernment has not acted to restrict Nazi 
espionage and subversion as amply re- 
vealed by the congressional investigation 
under the chairmanship of Deputy Rual 
amonte Taborda, and is edging back into 
“neutrality” as reaffirmed in its supple- 
mentary state-of-siege decree. 

At Rio the United States is expected to 
ask for action against Axis activities, not 
Tecommendations as at Panama and 
Havana, since the harboring of Axis agents 
gives them bases of operation against the 
United States at war. 

How Argentina will react to such de- 
mand remains to be seen. It faces the sad 
prospect of being alone again as it was 
alone at Havana, 

South America’s main requirements 
today are oil, coal and machinery to keep 
local industries functioning, and ships to 
bring these goods from the United States. 

Undersecretary of. State Sumner 
Welles, presiding over the United States 
delegation to Rio, will be tempted to bal- 
ance both shipping allocations and priori- 
ties hoard releases against. early, outright 
and frank support of the United States at 


war. 
Comment Forbidden 

Since Argentine press comment is for- 
bidden by the state of seige, decreed on 
Dec, 16, a number of Argentine journal- 
ists are voicing what they cannot write 
and echoing politicians and just plain citi- 
zens have expressed to American residents 
their hope privately that Undersecretary 
Welles will remember that the Argentine 
people are 95 per cent in favor of the 
Allies and the United States. 

The convoying of ships running be- 
tween North and South America is down 
for debate at Rio. The United States is 
expected to say in effect: “Come and get 
your requirements using Axis ships idle 
in your ports and help in the convoying.” 

But convoying needs co-ordination, 
some system, for instance, such as the 
United States navy turning over merchant 
ships at Trinidad to the Brazilian navy, 
which in turn would hand them to the 
Argentine navy at Santos, 

Argentine convoying would itself pro- 
tect imports for Uruguay and Paraguay. 

The announcement that Jose Rodriguez 
Alves, Brazilian Ambassador .to Argentina, 
had been named secretary general of thé 
Rio conference is very significant of Braz- 
ilian efforts to smooth the way for Argen- 
tine-United States agreement. 

Dearly loved and trusted by whomever 
has dealt with him, Ambassador Rodriguez 
Alves knows Argentina as few others. 
Pro-United States and Pro-Pah American 
at its optimistic best, Rodriguez Alves is 
immensely experienced and one of the 
most resourceful diplomats on the con- 
tinent. 

His choice for the ungrateful job of 
secretary-general is accepted as a symbol 
that Brazil will try to act as moderator in 
the expected clash between Argentine

Envoy Recalled 


_ Argentina's ambassador to Berlin, 
Ricardo Olivera, has been recalled to Bue- 
nos Aires to report his mission to Ger- 
many. 

No amplification of this sudden move 
was given but it might be a prelude to 
asking German ambassador Edmund von 
Hermann to leave Argentina. 

More than three months ago the Cham- 
ber of Deputies declared Von Hermann 
persona non grata, a legislative opinion 
overlooked by the executive power, 

The prime purpose ‘of Olivera’s recall 
seems rather to impress the delegations to 
Rio than for any practical reasons, since 
Olivera cannot get there before the con- 
ference opens. 

_ Argentina will probably try at Rio to 
divide the discussion of Topics into inter- 
nal and international affairs. 

In the international field Argentina 
will amply fulfill the obligations under- 
taken at Lima, Panama and Havana. 

However, Argentina’s state of non- 
belligerence toward the United States and 
of neutrality toward countries at war with 
the United States—decreed on Dec. 8— 
will proey, suffice to meet the situation. 

Thus should the United States request 
the dissolution of the Nazi organization in 
Argentina and effective control of Nazi 
espionage, Argentina would probably re- 
ply that in internal affairs it will remain 
strictly neutral, Likewise, the discussion 
of military and naval affairs is not likely 
to prosper since the Argentina delegation 
does not include, so far, naval or military 


advisers, 
Neutral Pose 


This neutral attitude in internal affairs 
is justified as satisfying sections of the 
army, police and government and ultra- 
nationalist groups which are pro-Axis. The 
state of siege, these observers say, gives 
the government ample power to disregard 
the unneutral attitude of 90 per cent of 
the Pig which are definitely pro-ally. 

n the other hand, force of circum- 
stances requires that Argentina sell ex- 
portable goods where it can—that means 
to the United States and Great Britain. 
Also, it must import oil, coal and machin- 
ery—coming today only from the United 
States.

Japan Made War Decision As Early As Summer Of 1940 


Americans Must Make Their Per- .. 


sonal Sacrifices as Readily 
as Japanese Did 
By WALTER LIPPMANN 

No offensive of the range and the effi- 
ciency of the Japanese could have been 
launched without careful planning and 
long, intensive preparation. We may he 
certain from what we have already seen 
that the Japanese war must have been 
decided upon at least eighteen months ago. 


For that is about the shortest time in 
which the men could 
have been trained and 


the equipment manufac- 
tured and assembled for 
this immensely compli- 
cated operation. 

Thus we may take it 
as certain that Japan 
made her decision in the 
summer of 1940, imme- 
diately after the fall of 
France, and that since 
that time, working fever- ;.@: | BES : 
ishly behind a dense cur- ™ ‘i 
fale of censorship at W- -ppmann 
home and of a cunning diplomacy and 
propaganda abroad, the rulers of Japan 
have demanded limitless sacrifices of their 
people in order to construct their war 
machine. Had Brita'n fallen in 1940, they 
would, of course, have struck sooner; for 
in that event they could have counted on 
immediate assistance from Hitler, striking 
at us from the British Isles across the 
North Atlantic and from southern Europe 
and Africa across the South Atlantic. 


Unprepared 

During this same period, we conducted 
a furious Presidential campaign, we en- 
gaged in protracted debates over con- 
scription, over lease-lend, over the neu- 
trality act, over extension of the period 
of military service, and while we started 
to construct a war machine of our own, 
we regarded it as something to be super- 
imposed on business as usual. So we 
treated ourselves to a commercial boom 
in automobiles and all manner of luxuries 
and gadgets. Mentally and morally we 
did not dare to prepare ourselves for the 
war which our undeclared but mortal 
enemies were organizing against us; every 
effort to prepare the people was met by 


b 


cries about war-mongering, intervention- 
ism, and Mr, Roosevelt's alleged ambitions 
to make himself a dictator. 

Thus, in physical terms we are ‘about 
one-third prepared, and mentally and 
morally we are scarcely prepared at all. 
We have now to learn in the hardest pos- 
sible way and in the shortest possible time 
the elementary truths which we refused 
to believe and would not learn. 


Humiliation 


We have to learn in humiliation and by 
defeat that under no conceivable condi- 
tions could our position in the Pacific be 
defended without a British alliance in both 
oceans which would, by guaranteeing the 
security of the British Isles and the con- 
tinuing participation of the Ffench empire, 
have released adequate British naval 
forces to Singapore. Yet as late as a month 
ago the President could not know whether 
Congress and the people would understand 
that the defence of Malaya, Burma, the 
Dutch East Indies and Australia was a 
vital American interest and not just 
“British imperialism.” 

We have to learn what every compe- 
tent American naval strategist has always 
known—that, even if there had been no 
Pearl Harbor, even if every American 
warship and bomber were in the Pacific 
and the whole Atlantic were left unpro- 
tected, we were bound in the first long 
phase of a Japanese war to lose ground in 
the Far East, and to be cut off from the 
normal supplies of essential raw materials 
that we draw from the East, 

Yet with the Japanese war openly 
threatened for eighteen months by the 
Berlin pact signed in September, 1940, we 
have chewed up rubber and metals, and 
diverted skilled men and machine tools, 
in what was within 3 per cent of un all- 
time record boom in passenger automo- 
biles, We have moreover dillied and dal- 
lied in accumulating the stock piles de- 
manded by the readily foreseen Japanese 
blockade of the Far East, 


Elementary Truth 
We have to learn an elementary truth 
which will nevertheless come home to our 
people as a startling surprise: that the 
greatest American industry, that the most 
characteristic American industry, that the 
industry which has grown up ceep in the 


heart of the country, in Senator Vanden- 
beiy’s Michigan and in Senator Taft's Ohio 
--that the motor industry is dependent for 
its very existence upon the defence of the 
British imperial position in south-eastern 
Asia. We have to learn not only that in an 
isolationist America we cannot continue to 
ride freely in automobiles but that unless 
we can convert quickly to war purposes 
the whole vast resources of the automobile 
industry, we can lose the war. 

If we lose it, we shall be rationed not 
by our own government but by the Japan- 
ese and the Nazis. What, we might as well 
ask ourselves, will be the price of rubber 
under a victorious Japanese monopoly? 
The price, we may be sure, will be more 
than dollars; it will be our very inde 


pendence. 
Restrictions 


The restrictions which have now at 
long last been placed upon the sale of 
new tires cannot be looked upon as a pass- 
ing inconvenience, They are only the first 
beginnings of what will be the most radi- 
cal and rapid change in our ordinary ways 
of living that this generation has ever 
known—a change which will not be so 
dangerous nor so heroie as that which has 
occurred in England under the air raids. 
But jt will be none the less profound in its 
effect upon the habits of our daily lives. 

For to an immense degree our ordinary 
lives are centered upon the automobile, 
and in the coming months we shall have 
{o restrict drastically not merely new tires 
but the private passenger automobile it- 
self, 


of new and even of slightly used cars until 
a system of rationing can be organized. 
And we shall have to proceed as rapidly as 
possible to the rationing of gasoline so as 
to cut down to the lowest limit the wear 
and tear on tires and cars which will be, 
for the duration of the war, irreplaceable 


Self-Pity 


Even if we wanted to, it would be futile 
to complain or to fee] sorry for ourselves, 
For there is no possible way in whieh ou 
customary use of automobiles can be 
maintained during this war or restored 
afler the war, except by the defeat of our 
enemies, We are in a one-way street, and 
if there are any whore hearts are faint and 
have no stomach for what they will be

required to do, let them fix it clearly and 
absolutely in their minds that our enemies 
are not only ruthless but that by our 
Standards they are poor. 

Our enemies do not have cars as we 
do, almost as a matter of course, and it is 
utterly unthinkable that they will permit 
us to return to our luxuries if they pre- 
vai] and have the power to dictate the 
terms of peace. 

We must, therefore, look upon these 
first restrictions as the first beginnings of 
a new way of living, harder, much simpler, 
and much more laborious. It would be 
sham and vulger heroics to say that the 
restrictions resemble or even approach the 
hardships of the men in the armed ser- 
vices, For they are mere inconveniences, 
mere interferences with our habits and 
our pleasures, But they do mean that 
every civilian will begin to feel directly 
the impact of the war and therefore that 
every civilian can be accepting them with 
good humor, begin to feel a little less une 
comfortable on the side lines. 


Easy Living 


Soon we shall acknowledge, what all 
true men know in their hearts, that the 
easy ways of living to which we have 
become so accustomed were about ripe 
anyway for a shakeup which would bring 
forward again the sterner virtues that en- 
noble men's lives.

They will be listening as men listen only 
when the great issues of life and death, of 
honor and self-respect, are thrust upon 
them, and their ordinary trivialities fall 
away. Thus, though it is for the governe 
ment to impose the restrictions which the 
war demands, it is from the hearts of the 
people themselves and from their leaders 
if they can find the inspira- 
tion, that there must come the grace to 
make of these restrictions an affirmation of 
the saving virtues of life.

For girls, courses will 
be given in health, nutrition, sew- 
ing, handicrafts, dairying, poultry, 
home beautification, etc, A special 
course in citizenship training is 
being offered with a view to fa- 
miliarizing students with the 
principles and responsibilities of 
citizenship in a democracy, 
Courses of instruction are 
fo all rural young people not regu- 
larly in receipt of wages, and who 
are between the ages of 16 and 30 
years. About one-third of the 
time in each school is given to non- 
vocational courses such as citizen- 
ship, dramatics, health and recren- 
tion; also educational films. 
Students are expected to bring 
their own cots and bedding, and 
to pay the cost of maintenance in 
the dormitory and dining hall either 
in cash or in farm supplies. The 
average cost to the student does not 
exceed $4 per week,

CUBAN HATRED OF DODGERS 
WAS EXQUISITE 
HERE was bad trouble between 
a pitcher and a team of adagio 
dancers, and the Miraculous Mac- 
Phail himself irritated the Cuban 
front office by flying all the team’s 
ateaks over from the United States 
when one of Cuba’s most earnestly 
plugged industries is the production 
of beef. Cuba loves baseball and 
craves majcr league teams, but the 
local magnificos started hissing 
“Carramba" when Dem _ Lovely 
Bums crept into the conversation 
even casually. 

Another memory that sticks 
like a burr fs that night at the 
Mester’s Tournament in Augusta. 
The golf was finished and the 
members were entertaining with 
a farewell buffet supper. Aa the 
night wore on, from the lawn 
below came the sudden, organ- 
like hermony of sweetly mixed 
voices singing Negro spirituals,

Down from the porch, a tall julep 
in his hand, walked perhaps the 
most distinguished, and certainly 
the most popular of the club mem- 
bers, Co]. Bob Jones, Sr, father of 
Bobby Jones, the golf immortal and 
patron saint of this particular tour- 

nament, Almost humbly, it seemed, 
he took his place in the middle of 
the choir—a famous white lawyer 
in the midst of the humble Negro 
Iehovers and washerwoman. Lean- 
ing over to get the pitch from one 
of .-e brethren, he thereupon pro- 
ceeded to lead them in “Swing Low, 
Sweet Chariot.” His voice was good, 
and he knew all the words, There 
was a full moon in the sky and 
the peach blossoms and dogwood 
shone white in the moonlight. I've 
all but forgotten the golf tourna- 
ment, but I'll never forget that pic- 
ture, nor that music. 


AND THEY KEPT GOING IN

The confident smile turned into 
a look of blank amazemnient and 
froze there like a death mask as 
his bones turned to water and he 
pitched to the floor. He was still 
wearing that ghastly grin when 
they hoed him up and pushed him 
spraddie-legged toward his stool. 
If Louts gets the lick he's wait- 
ing for, he doesn't pulverize them; 
he petrifies them. 

And in the matter of memorable 
feats, how about Ted William's 
home run that sewed up the All- 
Star baseball game in Detroit?

The war has made us 
realize the truth of His saying in a way we never did 
before. But the essential thing 1s, not that we should per- 
ceive the faults and sins of others, but that we should 
practice the right and noble way ourselves, This is the 
more necessary in view of the spiritual chaos that will pre- 
vail after the war. We believe that our empire has the 
honor now of leading the world in defence of liberty, When 
the war is over, we must lead in tolerance, justice and 
good will. To do this we must have right and noble 
directives.

Alberta farmers will benefit by immediate payment of 
$6,000,000 in the form of grants under the Prairie Farm As- 
sistance Act, as a result of the declaration by the Dominion | 
crop emergency year in this |

for the wheat acreage reduction program. 


+ Announcement of 1941 being an 
emergency year was made by 
government officials at Ottawa.

Under the P.F.A.A. payments are 
made to needy farmers from Do- 
minion funds. Alberta qualified for 
P.F.A-A. payments by having at 
jleast 90 townships in which 1941 
|average yields of wheat were five 
bushels an acre or less. Actually, 
Alberta had 150 townships in this 
category this year as a result of 
poor yields, combined with un- 
satisfactory harvest conditions 
RATE TO BE PAID 

Assistance payments will be 60 
cents an acre where the yield is 12 
down to eight bushels an acre; $1.50 
an acre where the yield is eight 
down to four bushels an acre and 
$2 an acre where the yield is less 
than four bushels. Payment for out- 
tight crop failure is $2.50 an acre. 

The P.F.A-A, becomes operative 
only when the price of wheat in 
the three autumn months Is less 
than 80 cents a bushel. In addi- 
tion to P.F.A.A. payments, west- 
ern farmers are getting 75 cents 
an acre in supplementary assist- 
ance and acreage payments for 
transferring from wheat to sum- 
merfallow or coarse grains. 

The board of review under the 
act gave preliminary approval to 
the applications and the way was 
cleared for the declaration of an 
emergency year. The local staff 
prepared many requisitions for sub- 
mission to headquarters, When re- 
quisitions are checked and audited 
by the local Dominion treasury 
staff, they go to Regina, where head 
offices of the P.F-A.A. are located. 
Payments then follow as quickly as 
possible.

Sol living makes soft muscles 
nd sissies We need to toughen up. 
When we start casting about for 
| the cpecific type of exercise that 
does the most good, wt almost in- 
variably hit on the ones that tone 
the powerful but lazy trunk 
muscle It is neglect of these 


inuscles that affects health most. 
Ideally, adults get the most out 


of outdoor activities which they 
like and which make use of these 
large muscles. Perhaps the best 


thing about recreational exercise is 
that it gets you in the habit of 
exercising regularly 

But if you don't have the time or 
Opportunity to engage in sports, 
then calisthenics are your second 
best bet. While exercise is usually 
thought of 4s a muscle developer, 
it is more important as a means of 

strengthening the vital organs 

The following exercises involve 
use of the large trunk muscles and 

| will help you to get fit and keep 
fit 

Position; Sit on the floor with 
feet anchored under a heavy article 
of furniture, such as a chest of 
drawers or désk. Clasp the hands 
back of the head, elbows straight 
Out at side 

Movement: Twist at the waist, 
revolving the trunk to side, around 
to front, and then to the other side 
If you have a strong back, you can 
circle backwards and on around. 
But no form of back bending is ad- 
vised when you have a tendency to 
backache. 

In particular, the group of 
midsection muscles most in need 
of strengthening are those sheath- 
ing the front abdominal line. 
These muscles are at a disadvan- 
tage. They have to combat gravity 
and should be kept in good tone. 
These are the muscles most neg- 
lected in ordinary activity. The 
following exercise puts the organs 
back in place and strengthens 
the muscles, 

Position; Lie flat on back on 
floor, feet elevated on chair seat, 
legs straight. 

Movement: Flex alternate knees 
to chest as you raise hips slightly 

off floor.

One of the most effective exer- 
cises ever devised for toning the 
midsection muscles — abdominal, 
hip and thigh-is the old side- 
Scissors. Here it is: 

Position: Lie on side on floor, 
head resting on upstretched arm, 
ether hand braced on floor in front 
of chest for support, legs straight 
down. 


Movement: Raise both legs slight- 
ly off floor for clearance, then 
swing one leg forward and the 
other back in a scissors-like mo- 
tion. Swing for 12 counts, turn over 
and swing for another 12. Gradually 
increase to 25 each side. 

The hardest thing about exercise 
is getting started. It gets easier as 
time goes on. 


What Did We Learn In 1941? 


EVER have we had such a year 
of surprises and shocks, and yet 
never since the war began have we 
had such high hopes of ultimate 
victory. The great surprise has 
been Russia. Some heads are still 
dizzy after their right-about-face. 
We were sure after the Hitler- 
Stalin pact, just before the war, 
that there was no difference be- 
tween the two 
dictators; but on 
June 22, 1941, we 
got our answer to 
that, and every 
day since then we 
have received ad- 
ditional proof that 
our judgment was 
faulty. We mis- 
judged the Rus- 
sians. 
“ When we look

| us in intelligent evaluation of the 
Hitler menace. At the time of 
Munich one of the Russian dele- 
| gates at the League of Nations, in 
| dark despair over what had hap- 
pened, told us that Germany would 
attack Russia sooner or Jater. This 
was said by Madame Alexandra 
Kolontay, then and now, Russian 
minister in Stockholm. She was 
not deceived by any “peace in our 
tume” talk, neither was the present 
Russian ambassador at Washington, 
who could not be invited to the 
Munich conference because Hitler 
Tefused to sit down with a Jew; 
and in order that Hitler be not of- 
fended, Mr. Chamberlain and Mr. 
Daladier cold-shouldered the Rus- 
sian foreign minister, 


TIME RIGHTS ALL 

Time has a way of setting things 
Tight, and 90 we can see we are 
learning how by the hard way. 

As women we have learned some- 
thing too in 1941 about our place in 
wartime, and that has been an- 
other slow process. As early as 
April, 1939, there was a registration 
of women all across Canada, Wo- 
men asked to be allowed to register 
for war work, and consent was 
given by the Dominion government.

Although nothing came of this 
registration women’s groups all over 
Canada began to meet and drill and 
study, and again asked to be allow- 
ed to serve. But there seemed to 
be a number of reasons for delay. 


CONTINUAL DELAY 

Someone was always making a 
survey of something, or somebody 
had gone to England and woyld not 
be back for six weeks. Never once 
were the wonitn bluntly refused, 
but they were put off. Is it any 
wonder their ardor cooled? 

But this is our country, which we 
love, and want to serve in the best 
possible way, and we know we 
can't save it by knitting sox and 
sweaters, or making sewing kits, 
important as these are in the mat- 
ter of morale and comfort. But we 
can see now that even morale and 
comfort will not save the country. 
Human flesh cannot meet steel and 
overcome it. Hitler did say some- 
thing once about “breaking barbed 
wire with human breasts,” but that 
may be all right for Hitler, for he 
doesn't care about his soldiers--he 
deserts, betrays and sacrifices them 
without a quiver. We know now 
we must have tanks and planes and 
guns and ships. We know too that 
the time ig short and the days are 
evil, and we are ready to give up 
leisure, comfort and everything to 
supply these for our fighting men. 
Strong young women, keen-witted 
and capable, are ready to do what 
they can and do what they're told 
without a murmur, They are not 
afraid. 


ALL CAN SERVE 

We rejoice too that there are 
things which even the women who 
are no longer young can do. I see 
by a British bulletin that the salv- 
age recovered by municipal auth- 
orities in Britain has saved the 
equivalent of 250 voyages across the 
Atlantic, and is valued at $14,800,000, 
Salvage is something for the stay- 
at-homes to work on,

When 
Coventry was bombed she wrote a 
message to the brave survivors, and, 
not knowing whether any of the 
newspapers had come through the 
destruction, sent it to the postmast- 
er. He was 80 touched by her 
words that he wrote a reply in the 
same metre, and the two poems ap- 
peared in the English newspapers. 


But now Edna Jaques is not writing 
poems—she is making munitions, 
and works on the night shift. When 
7 o'clock comes in the morning, she 
is tired but happy too, for she 
knows she is part of Canada's de- 
fence. In her poems written since 
the war began her touch has been 
steady and sure, and her new vol- 
ume called “Aunt Hattie’s Place,” is 
full of the glory and heartbreak of 
this time. Her “Death of a Young 
Aviator” is one of the truly great 
poems of this war. I quote the last 


verse; 
“And now for him—the Tree of Life 
will bear 
No bitter fruit—it will be always 
spring 
The almond blossom white upon 
the bough, 
The darting swallow ever on the 
wing. 


Age shall not touch him where he 
lies serene 
In some small English field of 
budding green.” 


| DID HITLER LEARN? 

I wonder if Hitler and his assoei- 
ates have learned anything in 1941? 
Evidently they haven't yet learned 
that the doctrine and practice of 
frightfulness -- “Schrecklichkeit” — 
which was the slogan of Atilla the 
Hun 15 centuries ago, does not work 
any more. It has united people 
against him everywhere and set him 
and his followers cutside the pale 
of human mercy. Hitler must be 
destroyed, and all he stands for. It 
is grim. It is terrible. But it must 
be done.) Now we have another 


problem which calls for clear 
thinking. 

We have in this province of Brit- 
ish Columbia 23,000 Japanese 
people, many of them natives of 
Canada, and some of the second 
generation. We have an opportuni- 
ty now of showing them that we do 
respect human rights and that de- 
mocracy has a wide enough frame- 
work to give peace and security to 
all people of good-will irrespective 
of race or color, I believe that all 
precautions must be taken at this 
time, but we must not sink into 
Hitler's ways of persecution. We 
must not punish innocent people. 
The Canadian Japanese are not to 
blame for the treacherous attack on 
Pear! Harbor, nor for the other mis- 
deeds of their misled people.

They 
were guests of honor at a show or- 
ganized by Admiral Sir Edward 
Evans (Evans of the Broke), Lon- 
don Regional Commissioner. The 
King, with whom many of them 
had a friendly word, was King 
Haakon of Norway. The Prince 
was his son, Crown Prince Olav. 

Miss Louisa Dean was there, she 
who had never been to London 
town before, although in all her 63 
years she had lived only 15 miles 
from London Bridge. She came 
from Sutton, Surrey, where she has 
cleaned council offices for 16 years 
A little shy—but she spoke up 
firmly when King Haakon stopped 
to ask if she was enjoying herself. 

“Yes, thank you, Your Majesty, 
I'm having a lovely time,” she said. 
standing up proudly in her neat 
blue hat and brown tweed coat. 

Mrs. Kent was there, too, Florrie 
Kent who hadn't been to a theatre 
since her husband died 46 years 
ago. With her faded flowered hat 
perched high on her head, her fur- 
collared coat buttoned at the throat

Plan Utilize 
Big Japanese 
Fishing Fleet 


VANCOUVER, Jan. 3—(CP)— 
Several hundred Japanese, many 
of whom were believed to have 
entered the country illegally, left 
Canada last year when the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police began 
registration of Japanese in Bri- 
tish Columbia, it ts disclosed in 
a statement issued by the Stand- 
ing Committee on Orientals, 

The statement, issued last night 
after an all-day session of the 
committee, also announced that a 
plan had been formulated to util- 
ize the huge Japanese fishing fleet 
in British Colimbia, which has 
been immobilized since Japan en- 
tered the wer, while aNother plan 
has been worked out to prevent 
Japanese remaining idle through 
if of their employment. Details 
of these plans, which have been 
submitted to the federal govern- 
ment, were not disclosed, 


KNOWN TO R.C.M.P. 

Regarding the hurried departure 
of Japanese seeking to avoid reg- 
istration, the statement said “not 
announced at the time was the 
fect that several hundred Japanese 
left the country when registration} 


started. Most of these men were 
known to the R.C.M.P. and it is 
believed that many of them had 


entered the country illegally.” 

Appointed Jan. 9, 1941, the com- 
mittee had worked in close con- 
junction with the R.C-M.P. for 
nearly a year before Japan enter- 
ed the war, the statement said. 
Registration of Japanese in British 
Columbia was completed last 
September with 23,428 Japanese 
registered.” 

Yesterday the committee con- 
ferred with canners and fishing 
men and “the proposals (for util- 
ization of the Japanese fishing 
fleet) were agreed to by all concern- 
ed and representatives of the (fish- 
ing) industry assured the commit- 
tee there would be sufficient crews 
available to man the boats and 
maintain necessary production of 
fish for both Great Britain and the 


domestic market,” the statement 
said. 

EMPLOYMENT PLAN 

The committee also reached 
“what it believes is a solution to 
the unemployment problem that 


may confront the Japanese in Brit- 
ish Columbia, A recommendation 
covering this is being forwarded to 
Ottawa. Particulars cannot be dis- 
closed until the subject has been 
dealt with by federal .authorities.”

Death Knell 
For Axis Seen 
In New Pact 


LONDON, Jan. 3.—(CP)—The 
26-nation solidarity pact announc- 
ed yesterday in Washington was 


hailed in British quarters today 
as the death knell of the Axis and 
the beginning of a new League of 
Nations fashioned “under better 


auspices.” 

“This declaration,” the London 
News Chronicle said, “holds out 
hope of more than victory. All na- 


tions concerned have voluntarily 
subscribed to the principles of the 
Atlantic charter. 

“They plan to work together in 
peace as well as in war for common 
ends. A new League of Nations is 
arising under better auspices.” 


AXIS PACT “PUNY” 

The London Daily Telegraph de- 
clared the “tripartite felons can 
never hope to prevail” against the 
might and resolution behind the 
pact. ‘ 
“Besides this treaty of Washing- 
ton,” the tripartite pact of Berlin 
must appear a puny affair even to 
its own authors and to the Quislings 
who have made it ridiculous with 
their servile signatures. 

“For Hitler, Mussolini and Tojo 
the Washington treaty is the 
writing on the wall.” 

The Daily Sketch declared the 
Washington agreement to crush 
the Axis was the “greatest news of 
the war. The bond will link the 
Alties firmly together and fortify 
their hearts for victory.” 


EFFECT ON VICHY 

Informed British quarters ex- 
pressed belief the pact would lead 
to an integration of military, naval 
and air efforts of the signatories in 
the near future. 

It was said in some quarters the 
agreement would have a profound 
effect on the Vichy French gov- 
ernment and that it would bring 
new hope to the Axis occupied 
countries of Europe. 

A foreign office commentator de- 
clared the “fact that the United 
States of America had taken such 
a prominent part in the initiative 
which led” to the pact is of “ines- 
timable importance”,

Metal. Prices May 
Increase Result 
Of War Activities 


Recent developments in the war 
and increasing demands for metals 
point to a possible increase in the 
price of tungsten ore, Leonard E. 
Drummond, secretary-manager of 
Alberta and Northwest Chamber of 
Mines, siated Saturday. 

Mr. Drummond referred to an 
irticle stating that Germany is now 
paying $20,000 a ton for tungsten 
ore, which is an indication of the 
scarcity of the metal outside of 
Canada. 

Now that the source from China 
has been cut off by the war in the 
Pacific, the United States will be 
turning more to the supply in Can- 
ida’s northwest, Mr. Drummond 
stated 

There is reason to believe that 
the spread in prices of the ore that 
have existed between the Cesadian 
and United States markets will 
gradually close, he added. Prior to 
the present evidence of a “bullish” 
market in the near future, the price 
of tungsten ore was $27 per one 
per cent of metal in the ore in the 
United States and $17 in Canada.

LONDON, Jan, 3.—(CP)—Espe- 
cially selected Canadian troops 
may join the British commandos. 

Some military observers believe 
Canadians stand a good chance of 
getting a call to share in expedi- 
tions with Britain's crack raiding 
troops. 

The regiments are keen for a 
chance to show their mettle in an 
invasion sortie and training in the 
Canadian Corps is now predomin- 
antly offensive with a number of 
units stressing commando tactics 
in platoon and company exercises. 


OFFICERS TRAINED 

More than 100 Canadian officers 
from every infantry battalion in 

}the corps have taken commando 
training and the lessons they have 
learned are now being taught their 
units. 

Battle drill schools teaching tac- 
tics somewhat similar to those the 
commandos use are being run 
throughout the corps with the Cal- 
}gary Highlanders leading the way 
with a special advanced course. 

With this training background 
some officers, believe the Canad- 
jans would be particularly suited 
for raids. 

In some quarters the belief is 
held that Norway would be a nat« 
ura] theatre of war for the Cans 
adians when a full-fledged Euro- 
Pean invasion is launched. In this 
case raids would be a valuable re- 
hearsal, giving certain shock troops 
first hand knowledge of the prob- 
lems with which the Canadians 
would be confronted, 

CITY UNIT WAS CHOSEN 

It is recalled that during the Nor- 
wegian campaign of the spring of 
1940 the Edmonton Regiment and 
the Princess Patricia's Canadian 
Light Infantry were given the task 
of storming Trondheim. but the ex- 
pedition was caneclled before it 

sailed from Scotland. 

The Spitsbergen force of last 
summer proved Canadians could 
carry out a raid with complete 
success. Detachments of the Ed- 
monton Regiment and the Saska- 


toon Light Infantry learned a lot 
then about combined operations. 

But training has been such in the 
corps during the past few months 
that raid troops could be selected 
from practically any regiment in 
the infantry divisions.
